FURTHER REDUCTION 


In Output of Breweries 3Iay Be 3fade 


as Result oi Conference. 


A conference of the brewing inter- 


ests with the Fuel Administration is 
to be held in "Washington in regard 
to the production of beer during the 
year beginning July 1. 


For' the period 
extending 
from 


April 1, 1918, to June 30, 1918, the 
brewers voluntarily agreed to a reduc- 
tion of 30 per cent in tie quantity 
of beer brewed during 
the 
corre- 


sponding period of 1917- 


Tbe quantity of coal sared through 


this reduction was considerable, but 
it is believed a still larger saving 
can be made as a result ot further 
curtailment of product 


it would be.necessary to maintain an 
average weekly production of more 
than 12,000,000 tons. 
This amount 


has not ticen produced in any single 
week during the history of the bitum- 
inous coal mining industry. The near- 
est approach to th's requirement was 
reached during the week of May 25, 
when the week's production was esti- 
mated at 11.811,000 net tons. 


The1 demands for sending ships from 


American ports on foreign sen-ice 
show the largest percentage of in- 
crease. The Shipping Board has esti- 
mated that to supply bunkers to ships 
in the foreign trade will require 30 
per cent more coal than in 3917. The 
'industrial requirements of the coun- 
try, augmented by the tremendous ei- 
pansion of war manufactures, will 
demand 18 per cent more Fuel during 
IMS than during 1917. 
The public 


utilities ol the country wili need a 
15 per cent increase, domestic con- 
sumers a 13 per cent increase, and 
the railroads a 7 per cent increase 
over the requirements of last year. 


In addition to these increases, new 


requirements for coal will demand 
an additional 9,000,000 tons. Two mil- 
lion tons of this are allotted as a sub- 
stitute in the west for oil, which may 
not be available because of 
ocean 


transportation difficulties!) and 7,000,- 
000 tons will go to give an additional 
10 days' storage supply to the indus- 
trial concerns and public utilities out- 
side of the New England states. The 
regular allotment to New England 
will provide for 30 days' additional 
storage in those states. 


While the individual items ot the 


estimates jn its present form may be 
altered from time to time as conditions 
change, the. Fuel Administratidn is 
convinced that the total 'estimated 
consumption is not in excess of lie 
year's, requirements.

wide line of chemical industries, in 
which our country was so far- behind 
others until quite recent years, Amer- 
ican manufacturers '.have had .tie 
money and-wrra-n'a American chem- 
ists ha\e ilad the brains and the 
knowledge, but until tho products of 
coal distillaton were available" as' 
raw material, we made little progress 
in some of the great branches of 
chemical manufacturing, which hart 
been so hightlv developed in European 
countries. The great color and dye 
Industry Is a notable -illustration of 
this fact 
"While this industry itself 


Is represented 
by 
relatively small 


values 'dependent Upon it. We learn 
from government reports that there 


— axe.over--14.000 establishments ia our 


country which are absolutely de- 
pendent upon dyes aud colors. These 
establishments employ over ?3,000,- 
000,000 capital and it is estimated 
that over 2,000,000 working men and. 
women aie occupied in manufactur- 
ing plants which are directly depend- 
CTt- upon_thc -use- of. artificial dyes 
and colors,-T and nearly all of these 
depend in whole or ia part on Uio 
•products- of the distillation of coal for 
their raw materials. 
Naturally the 


color makers turn first to the colors 
which, aro consumed in the largest 
quantities, suchTas blacks and blues, 
but"the list is being rapidly extended 
to cover the full line of dyes and 
:c6l~6rV" used by 'the* "American trade." 
Printing inks, both black and colored, 
depend on the prussiates for their 
raw material, 
but' it 
is 
doubtful 


whether it is realized in many of tlie 
thousands of printing offices in the 
country that the by-product oven is 
the basis of their suuplies of ink. 


"From the point of view of the 


chemical industries, many 
of 
tlie 


.products o£ the distillation of coal 
are what are termed keystone prod- 
ucts. JTiat is, while they are rela- 
tively unimportant in themselves, they 
are essential to other greater indus- 
tries, and" still others owe their de- 
velopment to the needs created by 
these keystone industries. For exam- 
ple, aniline, which is made from ben- 
zol, and'which is the base of a long 
list of colors, is also the raw material 
for indigo. In the production of in- 
digo it is necessary to have availa- 
ble a supply of the strongest sul- 
phuric acid, which is entirely beyond 
the" possibility o£ the old and well- 
known chamber process. The contact 
process for producing these strong 
sulphuric acids was developed to meet 
this need, utilizing oxygen obtained 
from the air for the oxidation of tlie 
snlphnr gases. "With this process was 
developed the fixation of atmospheric 
nitrogen and the oxidation of am- 
monia for tlie production of nitric 
acid, thereby obtaining independence 
of the Chilean supplies of sodium ni- 
trate. 


"All of these processes have do- 


marfded more and more from the man- 
ufacturing chemists, and 
we ha\ p 


learned the way to be entirely inde- 
pendent of outside sources of raw ma- 
terial in so many lines of manufac- 
turing which are essential to the best 
rational life. 
Manufacturing chem- 


istry-is peculiar-in requiring ripe ex- 
perience in detail by, those in direct 
scientific knowledge of the processes 
used by those in general cooirol, and 
the above brief reference will sug- 
gest to,you the great chain of indus- 
tries vital to the independent com- 
mercial success of our nation, which 
have been and.arc being built up in 
this country now that the supply of 
'keystone' products has been made 
available 
by 
the by-product oven. 


After so many years of neglect, tlie 
progress we have made in the devel- 
opment of these closely interwoven 
industries is both 
remarkable and 


gratifying. 


"I have not time to go into the san- 


itary and medical supplies needed in 
the medical departments of our armed 
forces, but salicylate 
of 
soda and 


magnesia, aspenn and salvarsan aie 
illustrations of what 
our 
medical 


forces oive to coal distillation projl- 
ucts. Perfumes may seem rather aside 
from preparations for war, but they 
are practically essential in the manu- 
facture of soaps, pastes, ointments 
and salves as well as for less impor- 
tant uses, and the base of very many 
of these perfumes

luol" and benzaldehyde. 


"While very much of our attention 


is necessarily occupied in the actual 
conduct of "the war and the production 
of the necessary supplies 'in a variety 
which we are only beginning to real- 
ize, we are also giving much thought 
to what is to come after the war. I 
have endeavored to. suggest 
brieflv 


the many lines of important !ndun- 
triea that have .grown directly of. in- 
directly from the "keystone' products 
of the distillation of coal, and others 
will occur to you. It is most satis- 
factory to note the courage and en- 
ergy^ "with which American manufac- 
turers have entered these fields, and 
the sound commercial basis 
upon 


which" many of these industries have 
been established. JWhen the military 
.requirements arc over and these man- 
ufacturrs ha-ve been adjusted on the 
basis ~of peace requirements, let up 
hope that our manufacturers, assisted 
by well considered government aid, 
may be able to reach an even broader 
developmnt of these industries than 
we have discussed and produce all of 
the_se hitherto somewhat unfamiliar 
products necessary for bur national 
life. We have always excelled in me- 
chanical products, although we have 
often permitted other nations to Deu- 
eflt more 'largely than we from our 
inventions, and this great emergency 
has shown that we are equally capa- 
ble in chemical manufacturing, once 
we are assured of the raw materials 
aroused to the importance of theso 
lines of industry. 


"Since the by-product oven 
was 


brought to this country from Europe 
in_1892 it has been 
radically 
Im- 


proved, and from the point of -view 
of American metallurgical 
practice 


it is safe to say that the American 
oveas. are superior to those of Eu- 
rope.

The Duty of the Employer 


To the Crippled Soldier

Dependence cannot be placed on 


monetary compensation in. the form of 
a pension, for in the past the pension 
system has. proved a distinct failure in 
so far as constructive ends are in- 
volved. The pension has never been 
enough to support in decency the av- 
erage disabled soldier, but it has been 
just large -enough to act as an in- 
centive to idleness 
and 
semi-de- 


pendence on relatives or friends,. 


cated. If normal workers require ex-- 
pen, and careful placement, crippled 
candidates for employment require it 
even more. 


The positive aspect of the employ- 


er's duty is to flnd for the'disabled 
man a constructive job which he can 
hold on the basis of competency alone. 
In such a iob ho can be self-respect- 
ing, be happy, and look forward to a 
future. This is the definite patriotic 
dnty. It is not so easy of execution 


Tie only componsatioa of real value I as telling a superintendent to take 


for physical disability is rehabilitation 
for self-support. 
Make a "man again 


capable of earning his own living and 
the chief burden' of his handicap drops 
away. Occupation is, further, the only 
means for making him happy and con- 
tented. 


Soon after the outbreak ot hostili- 


ties the Buropean countries began the 
establishment of vocauoral training 
schools tor the rehabilitation of dis- 
abled soldiers. They bad both the 
humanitarian aim of restoring crippled 
men to the^greittest possible degree 
and the economic aim of sparing the 
community the burden of unproductiv- 
ity on the part of thousands of its best 
citizens. The movement had its in- 
ception with Mayor Edouard Herriot 
of.the city of Lyons, Prance, who 
. found it difficult to reconcile the de&- 
perate need for labor in the factories 
and munition works while men who 
had lost an arm or leg but were other- 
wise strong and well were idling tbeir 
time in the public squares. He there- 
fore induced ihe municipal council to 
open an industrial school for war 
cripples which has 
proved 
the ex- 


ample and inspiration for hundreds'ot 
similar schools since founded through- 
out Prance, Italy, Germany, Great 
Britain and Canada. 


The disability of some crippled sol- 


diers, is no bar 10 returning to their 
former trade, but the injuries of many 
disqualify them from 'pursuing again 
their past occupation. The schools ot 
training prepare thtfse men for some 
work la which their physical handicap 
will not materially interfere with their 
production. 


The education of the adult is made 


up largely of his working experience. 
The groundwork of training in his 
past occupation, roust under no cir- 
cumstances be abandoned. The new 
trade must be related to the former 
one or be. perhaps, an extension or 
specialization of it.' For example, a 
man who has done manual work in 
the buildiig trades may by instruc- 
tion in ar:hitectural drafting and the 
mterpreta ion of plans be fitted for a 
foreman's Job, in which the lack of an 
arm woult not prove of serfous hand- 
icap. A t ulnman who had lost a leg 
might wisely be prepared as a telegra- 
pher, so that he ct>uld go back to rail- 
road work, with the practice of which 
he is already familiar. 


Whatever training is given must be 


thorough, for an adulf cannot be sent 
out to employment on the same basis 
as a hoy apprentice. He must be ad- 
equately prepared for the work he is 
to undertake. 


An important factor in the success 


of re-educational work is an ea.rly 
start, so that the disabled man shall 
have no chance to go out unemployed 
iato the community. In even a. short 
period of exposure to the sentimental 
sympathy of family and friends, his 
"will 10 work" is 5.0 broken down that 


• it becomes difficult again to restore 


him to a stand of independence and 
am-bition. Por this reason, therefore, 
the plan for his future is made at as 
early a date as his physical condition 
admits, and training is actually under 
way before the patient is oat of the 


' ho'spital. 


In the readjustment of the crippled 


soldier to civilian life, his placement 
in employment is . a matter of the 
greatest moment. 
In this field the 


employeer has a very definite respon- 
sibility. 


But the employer's duty is not en- 


tirely obvious. It is, on the contrary, 
almost diametrically opposite to what 
one might superficially infer it to!be. 
The duty Is not to "take care of" 
from patriotic motives, a given num- 
ber of disabled men. Ending for them 
any odd jobs which are available, and 
putting the ex-soldiers in them with- 
out much regard to whether they can 
earn the wages paid or not. 


In the first year.-, of war-the spirit 


of patriotism runs high, but experi- 
ence has shown that men placed on 
this basis alone Bad themselves out 
of 3, job after the war has been over 
several years, or in fact, after it has 
been in progress lor a considerable 
period of time. 


A second weakness in this method 


is that a man who is patronized by 
giving him a charity job, comes to ex- 
pect as'a right such senu-gratuitous 
support. 
Such a situation 
breaks 


down rather than builds up character, 
and makes the man progressively a 
weaker rat&er than a stronger mem- 
ber of the community. We must not 
do our returned men such injury. 


The third difficulty is tliat such a 


system does not take into account the 
man's future. Casual placement means 
employment either in a make-shift 
job as watchman or elevator oper- 
ator such as we s'hould certainly -not 
offer our disabled m^n except as a last 
'resort—or in a job beyond the man, 
,one m which, on the cold-blooded con- 
sideration of product and wages, he 
cannot hold tis own Jobs of the first 
type have for the worker a future of 
monotony and discouragement. Jobs 
of the second type are frequently dis- 
astrous, for in them a man, instead-of 
becoming steadily 
more competent 


and building up confidence in himself. 
stands still as regj.rds improvement 
and loses confidence every day. When 
'he is dropped or goes to same other 
employment, the Job 'will have bad 
for him no permanent benefit.

care of four men, but there is infinite- 
ly more satisfaction to the employer 
in the results, and infinitely greater 
advantage to the employe. And it Is 
entirely practical, 
even in dealing 


with seriously disabled men. 


A cripple is only debarred by his 


disability from performing certain op- 
erations. In the operations wnica he 
can. perform, the disabled man will be 
just as efficient 
as his non-handi- 


capped colleague, OT more so. In the 
multiplicity of modem Industrial pro- 
cesses it is entirely possible to find 
Jobs not requiring the operations from 
which any given types of cripples are 
debarred. Por such Jobs a* they can 
fill the cripple should be given pref- 
erence. 


Thousands of cripples are now 


holding1 important jobs in the indus- 
trial world. But Ih^y are men of ex- 
ceptional character and Initiative and 
have, in general, made their way In 
spite of "employers rather than because 
of them. Too many employers are 
ready to give the cnpple alms, but not 
willing to expend the thought nfccs- 
sary to place him in a suitable job. 
This attitude has helped to make many 
cripples dependent. With our new re- 
sponsibilities to the men disabled la 


I fighting for us, the point of view must 
certainly be changed. What some 
cripples have done, other cripples can 
do—if oniy'given an even chance. 


The industrial cripple should be con- 


sidered as well as the military cripple, 
for in these days of national demand 
for the greatest possible output there 
should not be left idle any men who 
can be made into productive workers. 


With thoughtful placement effort, 


many men can be employed directly 
on the basis of their past experience. 
With the disabled soldiers who profit | 
by the training facilities the govern-| 
ment will provide, the task should bo 
even easier. 


This, then, constitutes the charge of 


patriotic duty upon the employer: 


To study the Jobs under his 'Juris- 


diction to determine what ones might 
be satisfactorily held by cripples. To 
give the cripples preference for these 
jobs. 
To consider thoughtfully the' 


applications of disabled men for em- 
ployment, bearing in mind the im- 
portance of utilizing to as great an ex- 
tent as possible labor which would 
otherwise be unproductive. To do the 
returned soldier the honor of offering 
him real, employment; rather 
than 


proffering him. the ignominy 
ot a 


charity job. 


If the employer will do this, it will 


be a great factor in making the com- 
plete elimination of the dependent 
cripple a real and inspiring possibility.

needs every ton of coal that can pos- 
sibly be mined, and that in the event 
of a 100 per cent car supply the mines 
must be so handled as to turn out 
all ffie coal that it is possible to 
mine.

THE NUMBER OF FEMALE 
EMPLOYES ON THE P. R.R. 
IS STEADO INCREASING 


Over 7.000 Sow Fill Plaws Formerly 


Beld br M»ni !<*<* ""»" OT€^ 
•t B»te of 100 Per Cent ft Ie»r, 
To gain some idea of the rate ol 


the present I«bor "turnover" on tie 
Pennsylvania railroad, and particu- 
larly tb« extent to wfclch men are be- 
ing replaced by women, a special rec- 
ord was kept for the ten-day period 
from May 27 to June B, inclusive, on 
all divisions of the lines eaet, and an 
analysis of the figure's has been made. 
In the period named, 4,477 employes 
left the service and 5,122 new ones 
were hired. The net sain of 645 oc- 
curred entirely In the last two days of. 
the period and was apparently spora- 
dic. The figures relate to divisional 
forces only, and exclude the forces in 
the general offices. 
,. 


The moat Interesting feature dis- 


closed by the analysis was the rapid 
Increase In the number of women em- 
ployes on the payroll, accompanied 
by a decrease in the nmriber of men. 
On May 27 there were 5,682 women 
employes, and on June 5, In a period 
of only ten dayi, this had Increased 
to 7,227. Thus, in toe period under 
question, 1,545 taorc 
women 
were 


hired than had, In the meanwhile, left 
the service. As the ^otal number of 
both men and women hired exceeded 
by 645 the number who were lost, 
these figures would indicate that dur- 
ing the ten days In question there had 
been a loss of exa«tly 900 male em- 
ployes, as tigainst a gain of 1,545 
female workers. 


As the total divisional forces on the 


Pennsylvania railroad lines east, ex- 
cluding the general office forces, have 
recently been averaging between 148,- 
000 and 150,000, the rate of "turnover" 
Indicated by the ten-day test is ap- 
proximately 100 per cent per year. 


The labor "turnover" was shown to 


vary greatly in different lines of work, 
comparatively few changes, for in- 
stance, took place among the engine- 
men, 
conductors and other employes 


holding positions 
which 
are only 


reached after a considerable length 
of service. Trainmen in other grades, 
however, were coming and going con- 
stantly, and this was true also of sbop 
employes, trackmen, etc. There Is 
at present a serious scarcity ot flrc- 


men, brakemon, car repairmen, track 
laborers and engine repairmen. The ^ 
scarcity of car repairmen Is reflect- • 
ed In the fact that there are currently 
about 14,000 "bad order" cars on the 
Pennsylvania railroad east of Pitts- 
borg, a figure which is about 4,000 
above normal.

.SEAR DOES SOT OPES 


UNTIL JtJIY FIRST. 


Contrary to the belief of the 


average fisherman the 
open 


season for bass this year does 
not begin June 15—not until 
July 1. The change is a part 
of the new fish code adopted by 
the 1917 legislature, which also 
increased tfie minimum length 
of bass that may be taken from 
eight inches to nine. .The 
change in season affects bass of 
all kinds, lake trout and salmon 
and every game fish but brook, 
rainbow and brown tron;. The 
open season for frogs begins 
July 2, and the revised law 
places a limit of 25 that may be 
taken in orre (lay and 50 in the 
season.

"I am writing this letter in my dug-

Saturday by the -Workmen's Compen- 
sation Board, tile widows and orphans 


w rending 
in Austria-Hungary 


whose breadwinner vae killed in this 
country a« a result ot' an accident 
while engaged in the regular course 
of his employment, are sot to be de- 
nied the benefits of tie Pennsylvania 
compensation law 'shnpiy because 
they are alien enemies. 


In outlining the general hnmanttar- 


lan principle that guides it, the board 
says: 


'It occurs to as thai we ought to be 


most jealous to preserve for the wid- 
ows and children of those A-ustro-Hnn- 
gnrian subjects killed within our 
jurisdiction in the prosecution of our 
industries every safeguard that a 
hroad and human law guarantees to 
tnem in times of peace. The fact 
that a state of war exists between the 
United States and Aostro-Hungary 
cannot be seized as an excuse for in- 
voking technicalities nor any undue 
or precipitate haste In the disposition 
ot the cases that involve the rights of 
these helpless and innocent depend- 
ents who have not the slightest re- 
sponsibility for present international 
conditions." 


The decision which reverses the ac- 


tion of practicaHy every referee in the 
state, involves 2$ claims, petitions to 
reinstate which were filed by A. 
Mitchell Palmer, custodian of alien 
property ji the United Statas. The 
defendants are coal companies in the 
Central Pennsylvania and anthracite 
districts.
